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INTRODUCTION. 


In  submitting  to  the  world  Baxter’s  Pictorial  Key  to  the  Great  Exhibition  and  Visitors’ 
Guide  to  London,  the  Proprietor  deems  it  a  favourable  opportunity  to  refer  to  the  extraordinary 
success  which  has  attended  his  exertions  to  improve  the  hitherto  imperfect  style  and  effect  of  Colour 
Printing. 

In  the  Fine  Arts’  Court  of  the  Crystal  Palace  are  exhibited  upwards  of  sixty  specimens  of 
Baxter’s  Patent  Oil  Colour  Printings,  consisting  of  Historical  and  Architectural  subjects, 
Landscapes,  Portraits,  and  Flowers  ;  and  such  has  been  the  demand  for  some  of  these  gems,  that  it 
has  been  requisite  to  reproduce  them,  the  sale  of  some  having  exceeded  four  hundred  thousand.

In  reference  to  price,  the  eminent  D.  Roberts,  Esq.,  R.A.,  in  his  evidence  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Privy  Council,  on  the  occasion  of  the  extension  of  the  patent,  in  reply  to  a  question  as 
to  his  idea  of  the  value  of  one  of  the  shilling  prints,  replied  that  “  he  considered  it  worth  half  a  guinea,

been  pre-eminently  successful,  as  by  no  other  means,  can  such  extreme  detail,  such  truthful  colour¬ 
ing,  or  such  unlimited  numbers  be  produced. 

In  almost  every  habitable  part  of  the  globe,  Baxter’s  Oil  Colour  Prints  have  had  a  most 
favourable  reception.  There  is  scarcely  a  town  or  village  in  Great  Britain,  or  in  the  whole  Continent 
of  Europe,  in  which  they  have  not  found  admirers;  and  this  in  the  face  of  High  Art  in  the  prin¬ 
cipal  cities  of  France,  Germany,  etc.,  is  a  circumstance' engendering  in  the  Inventor’s  mind  a  source 
of  personal  gratification.
